As we said a week ago, we are very much in 
the dark respecting these Engines, . But so far 
from being ‘prepared to oppose their introduction 

. into British Columbia we are anxious to see them 
tried. Any changé-whieh will tend to reduce 

* the present eriormous cost of transport and,, of 
course; cheapen food in the interior, should be 
encouraged. ‘And if, as is stated by the friends 
of the s hefhie under consideration, the employ- 
ment of hese Engines in the earrying trade of 
the Colony will reduce freights to one-half the 
present figures, thejr introduction should not only 
beGermitted, bat encouraged in every reasonable 
‘way. . But while desiring to see modern improve- 
ments jntroduced into this Colony, as well as the 
enterprising spirit displayed by the gentlemen pro- 

‘ posing to place these Engines upon our highways 
fittingly: met by the Government, we would 
strongly deprecate the encouragement of a doubt- 
ful experiment at the’ risk of public interests. 

We are by no means satisfied that the machines 
allnded to ate calculated to work successfully 
upon roads with sharp curves, steep gradicnts, 

and bridges which were not constructed with a 
view to carrying so great a pressure as they 
would be subjected to by these Engines. °. Nor 

ate we convinced that they would not entirely 
break up present modes of conveyance, not by 
competition, but by so alarming the animals: en- 
gaged in the carrying trade as to render it un- 
safe, if not altogether impracticable, to use,them 

upon the roads traversed by the Steam Traction 
Engines. , 

If, however, the Government can prepare a 
Bill enabling the company to give the scheme a 

‘fair trial, and at the same time protect public in- 
terests against injurious results of either failure 
er success, we would say, by all means let Steam 
Traction Engines be introduced into British Col- 
umbia. We are desifous of seeing the scheme 
tried, but not at the public expense—the sacri-

Permission was grauted and the 
Bill read a first time, ordered to be printed, and 
made the order of the day for Monday next. 

Hon. H. Holbrook moved, seconded vy Hon. 
J. A. R. Homer, That the California State Tele- 
graph Bill be read a second time, which being 
carried the House went into Committee of the 
Whole upon it, Hon. W. S. Blaek in the Chair. 
Several trifling amendments were agreed to. 
Certain members having left, the Committee was 
counted and found without a quorum to do busi- 
ness ; the Committee therefore rose and. Hon: J. 
A. R- Homer took the Chair as Presiding Mem- 
ber. The Chairman having reported the Com- 
mittee without a quorum, leave was asked to sit

OUR LAW ‘COURTS. 
To the Editor of the Britith Co!umbian. 

Sin,4-] was very glad to sce by your last issue 
that the Hon. E. I. Sanders is calling the atten- 
tion of the Legislative Conncil to the very im- 
portant question of the|state of ‘éur law courts 
by introducing a Bill to be called a: * Petty Ses- 
sions Act.” I-know not whether’ the proposed 
Act will have any reference to, or connection 
with, our County Courts ; but it may be well to 
bring before our legislators a very strange defect 
in the Act constituting that Court, viz.: that there 
is no provision male for appeal in any case to a 
higher Court! The integrity and impartiality of 
the Judge of that Gourt have never been called 
in question. Plajutiffs arid defendants, however, 
can demand a Juty, To constitute this Jury nine 
men are gnmmoned, and from these nine Jive are 
chosen. These five ten may possibly happen 
to be either ignorant/or cortupt, or both—they 
may bring in a manifestly dishonest verdict, and 
against cir decision the law as it now stands 
permits of no appéal.or remedy. For instance 
this very week a Case was tried in our County 
Court before a Juty whose verdict was such. an 
outrage’ on all/justice and honesty that the Judge 
actually gompelled the plaintiff, in whose favor 
the verdigt was given, to pay all his own costs in 
the case !i!/ Surely.in such cases, however few 
and far between they may fortanately be, there 
shonld be some remedy beyond even’ an upright 
Judge’s power over Costs.
